TRwmilton Fish, the Secretnry of Ninte,
Ar s son of the late Colonel Nicholas Fish, and
wus born in New York coity durlog the year
F£09, snd is now sbout gixty yeurs ol aze. From
sne wateresal gide be 18 deseendod from Peter
Binyyessut, the last Dutch Governor of New
Amstoidum. 1t will thas be seen that Mr. Fish
descends from & distingulsied fumily and comes
¢! the good oid Kniokerbocker stock. His
education was obtained at ©olombia Colleas,
where he pradnated with disunction,  Afler
leaviong college e studied law, and 1u 1830 was
admitted to the bar, but did not practise his
profestion tor any length o1 Lme, the manae-
ment of a very large lamily estate mooopohzing
the grealer part of his time aod attention.
PBeing a man ol wealth, ke hiad no occasion to
work for a livelihooo, =0, atier a briefl perlod,
be abandoned the luw altogether, and has never
sinoe resunmed i1,

In 1887 the new SBecretary firsl appeared ns &
politician, being then elected by the Whig purly
@8 & member of the Siate Legislatare, and as
such gained much reputation snd popularity
among bis constituency, to whom he had been
previvusly kpown ouly as o rich, respectable
man, His success as & locul leglslator influ-
emoed the Whigs ef New o'k to nominate him in
1842 for Represemtative in Congress from the
Sixth district, which was then composed of the
Kleventh, Twelfth, Fifteenth, Sixteenth, and
Seventeenth wards of New York., Althoush the
district had given Van Boren s msjority of
nearly 1000 in 1840, Mr. Fish, aiter an excitiog
contest, was elrcted, the vote standing—Fish
(Whig), 6804; McKenn (Democrst), 5609, In
1844, uhar perving wilb distinction 1n Con-
groes, bis clmms to # re-election were lgnored,
and Mr, William W. Cumpboll, thie native
American or Know Nothlog candidate, received
the Whig vote, excepting some 486, which
were cast for Mr. Flsh, who ran as an inde-
pendent candidate. His piliteal csareer hud
not ended, bowever. [u 1646 bo was nominuted
tor the ofice of Lieutenant-Governor, bat was
defented, rupning heavily behind  his ticket,
slthough Mr. Youug, the Wulz nomioee for
‘Governor, was elected by s major It{ of 11,5672,
In 1847, however, be had better luck, belng
‘elegted Liesutenant-Goverpor by 30,000 majority,
In 1848 he was the nomivee of the Whig narty
for Govervor, and the sawe splitin the Demo-
cratie party which gave the electoral vote of
the State to President Taylor eleeted him. In
1851 he was elected a Benntor in Congress,
servine until 1867, when his term explred, Since
ithen be has held no office, having, In fact, re-
tired frem political life about tualtime.

Boon after the formation of the Republican
#party Mr. Fisk allied himscll to [t a3 a veter,
s#nd throughout the Rebellion sided the Gov-
erpment in 4 private capacily in asserting the
fntegrity of the Union., [e gave largely of his
means fo tecure this ¢ud, and responded
Tiberally to the calls made upoun all patriotie
civzens to provide for our sick and wounded
soldiers. In 1862 he wos notified by telegraph
that President Lincoln had appointed bim aod
Bishop Ames Commlisioners to 20 within the
Counfederate lines and look after tne comlort of
our prisoness, and to eslablish @ basls of ex-
change, Heo replicd fortuwith by telegravh,
acueptivg the responsible position, and at the
earlinit moment entered unon s daties,
Altbough the Commissioners were refused nd-
missicn inside the Rebel lines, they nevertneless
arrapeed a carlel of exchange, which was
observed for some time. aud winen eecured the
relente of hundreas of binve men from HKebel
dungeous, )

During the contest belween ex President
Johrson snd Covgress he symoathized with the
latter, but took no public part agalnst the
President, Althoogh decidedly Republicun in

olitics, he 18 yery moderate and eyen-minded ia
Ein views, aud not ab all lable to be led nway
by rartisin feelioge, Mr, Fish Is & gentlemun
ot fine abilities aud striet integrity of chnracler,
He 19 exceedingly wild, nrbane, and polished
in bis manvers, possesses u (inoe figore, aod 18
gifted with powers of persuasion in a high
deeree, He has travelied cousiderably in
Europe and other parts o! the world, and has
curetully studied the political 1dess of foreign
nations, which last gqualification will aid him to
no fmall extent o performing the delicate
duties of bis new office,

During the past few years Mr. Fish bas boen o
wann (riend and ardent admirer of General
Grant, and aided to the exieut of his nbility in
gecuring 'his clec'ion. The cores of a large
egtale have prevented Mr. Fich taking an actiye
pari in national polities, bat he s known to
en'ertain very decided opinons on all points of
spublic Interest, and that his opinions are geune-
yally In aceord with those of Prosident Grant,

THE TREASURY DEPARTMENT,

George 8. Doutwell, the Necretary of the
Wremsnry,
was born in Brookline, Nor'oik county, January
486, 1818, His.early years were pas~ed ou a rarm,
und it was expected by los parents thut he
wonld eventually become u tarmer. Clreum-
miances ponspired, however, 1o prevent this, and
eoung Boutwell beesme a merchant's clerk In
&nmn. He served a thorongh apprenticeship
in commercial pursaits and Jor some time was
sepgared du business for bunself, During twenty
years he was woderately sucensful, at the end
©f which time be guve up bis biviness and com-
menced the stady of the Iav, uva when admitted
Lo practice at the bar fouud himeell the _ﬂu_niur
tloper among wuch your der men, Taking
panterestin political matter -, he was olected
10 the State Legislature in 1842, where be
sorved continuously for seven voars, Inlssl be
wns elecied Governor of the frute, aod tu 1863
was & member of the Massacunsetts Constitu-
tlonsl Convention, For eleven 1 ¢urs he held the
ponsible position of Secrency ol the Btate
rd of Kducation, snl lor vearly the same
gth of time was oue of the oversecrs of Har
vard College, He wus awembwr of the Pesce
Conterence of 1861, In July, 1562, he was ap.
pointed Commissioner of Internul Bevenue, aud
was charged with the creanization of that de-
partment, In 1863 be wus elocied to Cougress,
and was lmmedin'ely neslgnod 1o duty upon
several of the most lwporiunt comaitiees in the
House, swong them the Committee on the
Judiciary, He has been re-elecied suecessively
to ench Congress stnos that tig e,

Mr. Boutweli's views on financia) oatters ara
very well el lor b in the follo ivg extract Ifom
a speech wade by bim fast fall in the Massachn-
rells Hepublican State Convention:— -

“We do not propose to tolerate, sunclion, or
permit ap Iseue of demund notes, payahie in
coln, to bo exchauged lor the time bonds of the
Ushied Sates. We iotend to limat, and if
pecessary, to diminish gradually, the volume of
paper woney nutil it approximates in value
to the standard of eoln,  We intend Lhat there
thall be one currency for the bondholder, the
meichant. the larmer, the pensioner, snd the
lnborer. That currency sball be of the value
ofgould, Whlen this la done, the public debt
will be paid e the resources ol the eountry
may permit, and to the satisinction of thoze who
pay and thore who reeeive, When the credit
ol the couutry s restored, as it will be by the
single fact of the election of General Grant, we
can issve bonds, payable after ten or twenty
years, bearing a lower rate of lntereat, and tha:
save apnually the sua of twenty or thirty mil.
llove of dollars. But, first of ull, as n merocs of
restoring the publie credit, the people must
diepel by their votes the apprebeusion of na-
tional dishonesty iu the public foances, Tue
Republican parly knows Lo policy in finance
put honresty."”

The question of the funding of the natlonal
debt being before the House .lulF 21, 1808, Mr.
Bouatwell intraduced a subatitute for the Senate
bill and the bill reported to the House frow the
Committee of the Whole, The lutter provided
tor the funding of the entire interest-banring
public debt, amounting to $2,150,000,000, all of
it payable in coln upon fnrtyd;enrs’ time, and at
three and sixty-tive hundredibs per oent, rate
of interest. Mr, Boutwell said:—

The amendment {o which I wish to eall the
attentiop of the House provides for the funding
ot $1,2(0,600,000 of the public debt, $200,000,000
payable in ffteen years at five per ccul, interest,
$400,000,000 paynble jo twenty years at four and
a halt per cent. Intercet, and $400 000,000 pay-
able o twenty-tive years at three und sixty-gve
hundredtbs per cent. interest; the latter sum ot
£400,000,000 psvable, principal and interest, nt
the option of the taker, either in the United
States or at London, l‘ar‘iﬁ. or Frankfort,

When we consider the rapid development of
the resources of this country, its incresse of
populution, and the augmentation of wealth,
there is po hazord in tbe prediction thatour
excess of revenue Lo be noplied to the liguida-
tion of the public aebt will not be less in any
future year than 't will be in the present year,
Now, sir, a nation is distinguished from 1ndie
viduals in its inancial adairs in the particular
I am now considering. Il au fndividoal owes a
debt three, five, or ten yeurs hence, snd has
money which he could now apply to that debt,
1f it be not in the terms of Lue contract that he
shall pay It immediately, he may use that
money in various other pursuaile, in bosiness, i
tnterprises, or even hugards, and pay his debt
when it mutures. But a government i dit-
ferently situated, Unless if be ubsolute poverly
in the national treasury, I kuow of no gondi-
tiop of thipgs more disndvaptageous to pablic
credit than the pogsession of large funds ju the
treasury without any present mesns of using
thote funds in a legitimate and proper way.

Gemeral Johmn A, Bawling, the Seceretary
ol War,
wis boru in Jo Duviess counts, INincis, on the
13th o! February, 1831, By the paternal side
lie ia descended from s family of Vireglnians thut
reuoved Into Missontl, where bis (athier married,
The snbjeat of this sxeteh recelved & ecommon
school avd academie edueation, nud until nearly
twenty-ihree yeurs of aee lived on & tarm and
was evgoged in aerweoltural  puraaits, In
November, 1853, he entered the law oftice of J,
P. Stevens, of Galens, where he made the
acquaintance of President Grant, In Ootober,
1804. he was admatted to the bar, aud openiog
an office, commenced the practice of s pro-
fession, ‘n which, slthongh be did not muke s
fortune, he may be said 1o bave been tolerably

successiul.

Although Geveral Raw!lus bell no publie
ofices prior Lo the war, he was known in Gulens
